Organization  and  Services 

DESIGNATED  by  the  General  Assembly  to  deal  with  the  administrative 
reiulatory  and  investigational  problems  affectmg  agriculture  and  its 
XdS  interests,  th!  Pennsylvania  Department  of  Agriculture  was 
P^tahlished  in  1895  It  is  primarily  a  service  agency  and  is  charged  with  the 
Enforcement  o  more  than  fifty  State  laws.  The  Department  organization 
provides  fo  coopemtion  with  The  Pennsylvania  State  University,  the  Uni  ed 
Sta^^s  Department  of  Agriculture,  the  State  Farm  Show  Commission,  the 
itft  Farm  Show  Committee,  the  State  Soil  Conservation  Commission^^^^^^^^ 
various  agricultural  organizations  and  advisory  committees  The  Department 
JunTtrons  through  an  Executive  Office  and  the  following  bureaus  and  com- 
missions : 

The  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry 

The  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  is  a  regulatory  body  and  as  such  it  is 
charged  by  law  with  the  prevention,  control,  and  eradication  of  transmissible 
diseases  of  domestic  animals  and  poultry.  The  Bureau  has  six  divisions  and 
their  work  is  augmented  by  nine  district  offices  throughout  the  State. 

The  Laboratory  Division  conducts  diagnostic  tests  for  diseases  of  live- 
stock and  poultry.  It  aids  practicing  veterinarians  in  the  diagnosis  and 
recommends  corrective  measures.  Examination  of  animals  for  the  presence 
of  Rabies  the  testing  of  blood  samples  for  Pullorum  disease  and  for  Bru- 
cellosis, constitutes  the  major  portion  of  the  Laboratory  activities._  Five 
regional  laboratories  are  used  principally  in  the  diagnosis  of  poultry  diseases. 

The  Meat  Hygiene  Division  supervises  the  inspection  in  slaughter  houses 
and  has  under  its  supervision  forty-nine  slaughtering  establishments  that  main- 
tain full-time  meat  inspection  service  by  a  graduate  veterinarian.  It  issues 
licenses  to  cattle  dealers,  slaughtering  establishments,  rendering  plants,  and 
community  sales.  This  division  is  responsible  for  the  enforcement  of  laws 
and  regulations  governing  these  activities. 

The  Miscellaneous  Disease  Division  has  under  its  jurisdiction  the  control, 
suppression  and  eradication  of  all  communicable  diseases  of  livestock  and 
poultry  with  the  exception  of  Brucellosis,  Tuberculosis  and  Paratuberculosis 
(Johne's  disease).  Vesicular  Exanthema  in  swine  continues  to  be  a  problem 
in  some  States.  To  safeguard  the  swine  industry  in  Pennsylvania,  the  inter- 
state movement  of  swine  for  other  than  immediate  slaughter  is  governed  by 
the  issuance  of  approved  health  certificates.  Rabies,  with  the  fox  being  the 
vector,  has  been  causing  some  concern  in  Pennsylvania. 

The  incidence  of  Bovine  Tuberculosis  has  been  reduced  to  0.06  of  1  per  cent, 
the  lowest  in  the  history  of  the  Commonwealth. 

The  Dog  Law  Division  enforces  the  law  requiring  the  licensing  of  dogs 
and  providing  for  the  protection  of  livestock  and  people  from  attacks  o£ 
uncontrolled  dogs;  appraises  and  determines  values  of  damages  done  by 
dogs;  pays  damages  to  owners  of  livestock  and  poultry. 

On  March  13,  1958,  Pennsylvania  became  the  12th  State  in  the  Nation  to 
receive  modified  certified  brucellosis-free  status  from  the  U.  S.  Department 
of  Agriculture.  Pennsylvania,  with  nearly  one-and-a-half  million  head  of 
cattle,  is  the  first  large  livestock  state  in  the  East  to  gain  certification  by 
meeting  minimum  Federal-State  requirements.  Testing  began  in  1934  to 
eradicate  brucellosis.  The  last  statewide  test  included  93,192  herds  totalling 
1  280,025  cattle.    The  percentage  of  reactors  detected  was  0.31.    Since  the 


beginning  of  the  brucellosis  control  program  State  and  Federal  indemnities 
paid  to  herd  owners  for  infected  animals  total  $15,983,982. 

A  fourth  mobile  ring  test  unit  was  placed  in  operation  during  December 
1957,  and  all  dairy  cattle  will  be  tested  by  the  milk  ring  method  at  six-month 
intervals.  Composite  samples  of  milk  for  ring-testing  dairy  herds  are  now 
taken  at  milk  plants  rather  than  at  individual  farms. 

The  Federal  Agricultural  Research  Service  cooperates  in  all  disease  control 
and  eradication  projects  conducted  by  the  Bureau  and  pays  the  Federal  share 
of  indemnities  to  owners  of  Brucellosis  and  Tuberculin  reactors.  The  Federal 
Agricultural  Research  Service  now  pays  for  the  cost  of  area  Brucellosis  testing 
and  calfhood  vaccination. 

The  Bureau  of  Foods  and  Chemistry 

This  Bureau  has  two  chief  functions:  The  safeguarding  of  the  public  health 
through  rigid  supervision ■  of  the  food  supply;  and  the  prevention  of  fraud 
and  deception  in  the  manufacture,  distribution  and  sale  of  food  and  food 
products  and  materials  used  for  agricultural  purposes. 

These  functions  are  performed  through  enforcement  of  the  General  Fooa 
Law  of  the  Commonwealth  which  protects  consumers  against  adulterated, 
misbranded,  harmful,  deleterious,  or  unwholesome  food.  This  statute  is  rein- 
forced by  special  legislation  applying  to  sanitary  containers,  bakery  products, 
butter,  carbonated  and  still  or  non-alcoholic  drinks,  coffee  and  chicory,  milk 
and  cream,  eggs,  fruit  syrups,  ice  cream,  lard,  meat,  oysters,  sausage  and 
oleomargarine. 

In  addition  the  Bureau  is  charged  with  enforcement  of  the  agricultural 
products  laws  covering  fertilizers,  commercial  feed  for  animals,  liming  ma- 
terials, pesticides,  mcludmg  insecticides,  fungicides,  rodenticides  and  herbi- 
cides, linseed  oils,  paints  and  naval  stores.  These  laws  are  designed  to 
prevent  deception  and  to  maintain  standards  and  quality. 

The  Division  of  Milk  Sanitation  of  the  Bureau  is  responsible  for  the  en- 
forcement of  an  act  regulating  the  production,  processing  and  manufacture 
of  milk  and  milk  products.  All  dairy  plants  offering  products  for  sale  within 
the  Commonwealth  are  required  to  obtain  permits.  Employees  of  dairy 
plants  who  successfully  pass  a  State  examination  are  certified  to  inspect  dairy 
farms  as  approved  inspectors  and  augment  the  division's  staff  of  dairy  sani- 
tarians. 

The  Bureau  regulates  and  issues  licenses  for  the  manufacture  and  sale  of 
oleomargarine;  it  licenses  and  regulates  egg-opening  plants,  bulk  milk  dis- 
pensers, carbonated  beverage  and  still  drinks  plants,  bakeries,  ice  cream 
plants  and  cold  storage  warehouses  which  are  inspected  regularly. 

Manufacturers,  importers,  selling  agents  and  ultimate  users  of  commercial 
feed  for  animals,  fertilizers,  liming  materials  for  agricultural  purposes  linseed 
oils,  paints,  putty,  turpentine,  and  pesticides  are  protected  through  periodical 
inspections  and  analyses  of  their  products  and  by  publication  of  results  of 
analyses  of  the  first  three  named  commodities.  Registration  of  commercial 
feed  for  animals,  fertilizers,  liming  materials,  and  pesticides  is  required  and 
licenses  to  sell  the  products  are  issued  annually. 

Information  on  charges  for  State  Laboratory  analyses  of  liming  materials 
may  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  Bureau  of  Foods  and  Chemistry  The 
Bureau  does  not  analyze  soils;  this  is  done  through  County  Agricultural 
Agents  whose  offices  are  located  in  county  seat  towns  or  cities. 

The  Bureau  of  Markets 

The  Bureau  assists  in  the  marketing  of  farm  products,  chiefly  fruits  and 
vegetables,  poultry,  baby  chicks,  eggs,  potatoes,  apples  and  other  products; 

Establishes  standard  grades  for  farm  products  and  maintains  inspection- 
licenses   fruit,  vegetable,   poultry  and  egg  inspectors;   provides  inspection 


and  official  certification  of  fruits,  vegetables,  poultry  and  eggs  at  shipping 
point,  processing  plants  and  receiving  platform; 

Promotes  the  marketing  of  food  products,  coordinates  promotional  activi- 
ties of  producer  groups  and  trade  groups  in  consultation  with  an  industry- 
wide Food  Marketing  Advisory  Council; 

Supervises  operation  of  the  Pennsylvania  Random  Sample  Egg  Laying  Test 
and  the  Pennsylvania  Turkey  Meat  Production  Test; 

Administers  the  U.  S.-Pennsylvania  National  Poultry  Improvement,  Na- 
tional Turkey  Improvement,  and  Record  of  Performance  Plans; 

Issues  licenses  to  dealers  handling  agricultural  products; 

Reviews  financial  and  operating  reports  of  agricultural  cooperative  asso- 
ciations ; 

In  cooperation  with  the  Federal  Government  participates  in  the  market 
news  program; 

Enforces  the  Fresh  Eggs  Law,  the  Apple-Potato-Peach-Grape  marking 
law,  baby  chick  regulations  and  official  standards  for  poultry,  eggs,  fruits  and 
vegetables.  .  ., , 

The  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry 

This  Bureau  places  and  enforces  quarantines  and  carries  on  eradication 
campaigns  against  insect  pests  and  plant  diseases; 

Makes  investigations  for  the  control  of  injurious  insects  and  plant  dis- 
eases, including  field  tests  of  insecticides  and  fungicides; 

Tests  agricultural  and  vegetable  seeds  for  purity  and  germination  and 
enforces  the  State  Seed  Law; 

Enforces  laws  governing  practices,  disease  control  and  housing  of  bees; 

Inspects  and  certifies  Pennsylvania  nurseries  and  all  dealers  in  and  agents 
for  nursery  stock; 

Inspects  and  certifies  potatoes,  corn,  small  grains,  soybeans,  tobacco, 
peppers  and  tomatoes  for  seed  purposes; 

Inspects  orchards,  parks,  farms,  and  plant  imports  for  injurious  insects 
and  plant  diseases;  plans  and  executes  programs  for  the  control  and  eradica- 
tion of  plant  pests; 

Maintains  reference  collections  of  insects,  plant  diseases,  plants  and  seeds, 
and  identifies  specimens; 

Cooperates  with  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  in  many 
phases  of  plant  pest  control,  including  Japanese  Bettles,  Gypsy  Moth,  Potato 
Wart,  and  with  various  State  agencies  in  surveys  and  control  of  Oak  Wilt. 

The  Comptroller's  Office 

The  Comptroller  maintains  Departmental  accounts  as  prescribed  by  the 
Governor's  Office;  controls  expenditures  of  the  department  and  its  agencies; 
prepares  and  interprets  financial  and  statistical  statements  periodically,  pre- 
scribes accounting  procedures,  etc.  He  is  responsible  to  and  reports  to  the 
Governor  through  the  Secretary  of  Administration,  but  in  the  ordinary  con- 
duct of  day-to-day  transactions  cooperates  with  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture. 

Informational  Service 

The  Division  of  Public  Information  annually  replies  to  hundreds  of  requests 
relating  to  Pennsylvania  agriculture  and  activities  of  the  Department;  pre- 
pares and  distributes  approximately  600  news  items;  edits  a  quarterly 
general  bulletin,  a  "Weekly  News  Bulletin"  and  various  other  publications  of

the  Department  and  Commissions.  Magazine  and  other  special  articles,  radio 
and  television  scripts  are  prepared,  also  annual  lists  of  officers  of  farm  and 
allied  organizations,  directory  of  information,'  county  and  community  fairs, 
and  special  reports  on  departmental  activities.  News  releases  on  the  Penn- 
sylvania Farm  Show,  the  Pennsylvania  National  Livestock  Exposition  and 
the  Junior  Dairy  Show  are  prepared  and  supervision  is  provided  for  press 
information  service  at  each  of  these  events  in  the  Farm  Show  Building. 

Pennsylvania  Crop  Reporting  Service 

Collects,  assembles,  and  disseminates  essential  statistics  and  facts  relating 
to  the  principal  crops  and  livestock,  and  livestock  products  of  the  State. 
Weekly,  monthly,  and  seasonal  reports  are  received  from  thousands  ^  of 
volunteer  reporters  including  farmers,  businessmen,  terminal  markets,^  auction 
markets,  mills  and  elevators,  and  processors.  The  information  is  designed  to 
assist  producers  in  the  orderly  marketing  of  agricultural  products  and  is 
useful  to  all  allied  agricultural  industries; 

Cooperates  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service,  U.  S.  Department  of 
Agriculture,  in  crop  and  livestock  reporting  and  publishes  an  annual  "Crop  and 
Livestock"  report  which  gives  detailed  information  by  counties  for  the  acre- 
age yield,  production  and  value  of  the  principal  crops,  livestock  numbers,  and 
production  of  livestock  products,  and  value  of  production.  Weekly  reports 
are  issued  relating  to  placements  of  broiler  chicks  and  poults.  In  cooperation 
with  the  U.  S.  Weather  Bureau  and  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  this 
service  compiles  and  releases  a  weekly  crop  and  weather  report  during  the 
active  planting,  growing,  and  harvesting  season  of  crops,  a  period  of  approxi- 
mately five  months; 

Releases  monthly  Pennsylvania  and  United  States  reports  on  prospective 
acreages,  yields  and  production;  dairy  reports  pertaining  to  milk  cow  numbers 
and  milk  production;  poultry  and  egg  production;  fruit  production;  potato 
production;  tobacco  production;  livestock  slaughter;  hatchery  production,  and 
prices  received  and  paid  by  farmers. 

Issues  quarterly  reports  on  the  storage  of  grain  crops  within  the  State, 
semi-annual  reports  on  the  size  of  the  pig  crop,  and  breeding  intentions  of 
sows  for  the  following  season  and  prepares  an  annual  report  in  January  each 
year  on  the  inventory  of  all  species  of  livestock  on  Pennsylvania  farms  and 
their  value.  Reports  periodically  on  the  number  of  colonies  of  bees  and  the 
prospective  honey  production;  maple  products;  potato  stocks,  grass  seed 
production.  Issues  monthly  acreage,  yield,  and  production  reports  on  vege- 
tables for  fresh  market,  and  canhouses  in-season; 

Conducts  special  studies  relating  to  marketing  practices  for  eggs  and  milk. 
A  new  feature  recently  inaugurated  was  a  survey  of  the  Christmas  tree 
industry  in  the  Commonwealth.  Periodic  reports  are  issued  relating  to  tree 
numbers  by  counties  and  the  State,  also,  price  reports  for  Christmas  trees 
during  September,  October,  November  and  December; 

During  1957  published  bulletins  on  egg  marketing  and  production,  Christ- 
mas tree  survey  results,  wheat  production,  stocks  and  varieties,  and  a  fruit 
tree  survey. 

State  Farm  Show  Commission 

The  Pennsylvania  Farm  Products  Show  Commission  was  established  by  the 
State  Administrative  Code  of  1929  to  operate  the  Pennsylvania  Farm  Show 
which  prior  to  that  time  had  been  supervised  by  a  Farm  Show  Committee 
beginning  with  the  first  show  in  1917. 

Duties  of  the  Commission  are  "to  formulate  plans  for,  and  conduct  and 
manage  exhibitions  to  embrace  exhibits  of  all  agricultural,  industrial  and  artistic 
products,  including  exhibits  of  all  classes  of  farm  products,  embracing  live- 
stock, dairying,  horticulture,  all  classes  of  manufacture,  industries  and  do- 


mestic  arts,  and  such  other  exhibits  as  will  best  advance  the  interests  of 
agriculture  ..."  It  also  may  rent  space  in  the  Farm  Show  Bmldmg  to 
ufdivlduals,  associations  or  corporations,  for  exhibitions  cotn^nt.ons  an^^ 
other  proper  purposes,"  and  arrange  meetings  for  the  promotion  of  agri- 
culture. 

The  Commission  establishes  policies  for  use  of  the  main  building  and  arena 
located  in  Harrisburg,  takes  responsibility  for  the  direction  of  th^^F^'"";  Ship- 
building maintenance  and  repairs,  approves  classes  of  entries,  fees,  premium 
lists  and  payments,  the  scheduling  of  meetings,  evening  programs  and  com- 
plete operation  of  the  Farm  Show  and  its  facilities. 

As  established  by  law,  members  of  the  Commission  include  the  Governor 
of  the  Commonwealth,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  another  officer  o  the 
Departnient  of  Agriculture  to  be  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
an  officer  of  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  to  be  designated  by  the 
SupeSendent  of  Public  Instruction,  the  Dean  of  the  Col  ege  of  Agriculture 
of  The  Pennsylvania  State  University,  the  Director  of  Agricultural  Extension 
at  The  Pennsylvania  State  University,  and  three  other  persons  appointed  by 
the  Governor.  The  State  Farm  Products  Show  Committee  nominates  from 
its  membership  at  least  double  the  number  of  candidates  required  to  fill  any 
vacancies  which  may  occur  on  the  Commission. 

The  Farm  Show  Committee  is  an  association  made  up  of  three  delegates 
appointed  by  each  member  organization,  presently  totaling  53  statewide  agri- 
cultural and  allied  organizations.  The  Committee  meets  at  least  twice  a 
year  and  offers  suggestions  and  recommendations  to  the  Commission  tor 
operation  of  the  Farm  Show. 

The  Secretarv  of  Agriculture  serves  automatically  as  chairman  of  the  Farm 
Show  Commiss'ion  by  virtue  of  his  office.  The  Farm  Show  Committee  elects 
its  own  chairman. 

The  next  Pennsylvania  Farm  Show  will  be  held  January  12  to  16,  1959. 


The  State  Soil  Conservation  Commission 

The  Commission  is  responsible  for  administering  the  soil  conservation 
district  program  of  the  Commonwealth.  Forty-eight  counties  are  presently 
(May  1958)  organized  as  districts  covering  80  per  cent  of  the  farms  m  the 
State.    The  Commission's  duties  include: 

Explaining  the  purpose  and  operation  of  soil  conservation  districts  by  use 
of  literature,  articles,  slide  lectures  and  other  media;  assisting  County  Com- 
missioners in  organizing  soil  conservation  districts  upon  their_  creation  by 
resolution;  approving  county-wide  agricultural  organizations  which  nominate 
farmers  to  serve  as  district  directors;  providing  staff  services  to  county  soil 
conservation  districts  to  assist  in  program  planning,  pubhcity,  business 
management  and  coordination;  securing  cooperation  of  agencies  and  organi- 
zations necessary  to  the  success  of  the  program;  and  furnishing  appropriate 
clerical  aid,  funds  and  other  assistance  to  the  several  districts. 

Special  activities  include  administration  of  the  State  appropriation  for  the 
cooperative  Pennsylvania  State  University-U.  S.  D.  A.  soil  survey  program 
and  support  of  research  with  the  U.  S.  Geological  Survey  to  measure  the 
effects  of  conservation  on  stream  flow  and  siltation.  The  Commission  also 
acts  as  the  Governor's  representative  in  approving  small  watershed  Hood  pre- 
vention programs  under  U.  S.  Public  Law  566. 

According  to  the  Pennsylvania  Soil  Conservation  Law  of  1945,  Act  217, 
the  Commission  is  composed  of  six  members,  three  of  whom  serve  by  virtue 
of  office  These  are  the  Secretary  of  the  Pennsylvania  Department  ot  Agri- 
culture (who  serves  as  chairman),  the  Secretary  of  the  Pennsylvania  Depart- 
ment of  Forests  and  Waters  and  the  Dean  of  the  College  of  Agriculture,  The 
Pennsylvania  State  University,  Three  farmer  members  are  appointed  by  the 
Governor  from  nominations  made  by  the  State  Council  of  Farm  Organiza- 
tions.   All  serve  without  pay.
